In 1884 he opened his 
first shop in Rome on the Via Sistina. and then in 
1905. he moved to the Via dei Condotti Upon 
Sotirio's death in IO3-. his sons. Giorgio and 
Costantino. took ever the business. They are credited 



with creating the highly distinctive Bvlgari' style. 
inspired by Greek and Roman classicism, che Italian 
Renaissance, and the 19th century Roman school of 
goldsmiths. The 1970s marked the beginning of 
Bulgaris international expansion with the opening of 
stores in NewYork (che first overseas), Paris, Geneva, 
and Monte Carlo, building towards more than 155 
international stores open today.

Carrier was founded in Paris in 1847 by Louis- 
Francois Carrier. Ic was his three grandsons. Louis. 
Pierre and Jacques, who were responsible for escab- 
lishing the famous world-wide empire. Louis retained 
responsibility for the Paris branch, moving it to the 
rue dc la Pais: in 1899 Jacques took charge oi the 
London operation in 190CJ. whkti had opened in 
19o2.evcntually moving it to the cut rent location on 
New Bond Streec. Pierre established che NewYork 
branch in 1909. relocating it in 1917 to che current 
location ac 633 Fifth Avenue. Bconches were opened 
in Moscow and the Persian Gulf in lgio.followrd by 
openings in Cannes and Monte Carlo. Prominent 
amongst Carrier's gifted team. were Charles Jacquean 
who joined Louis Carder in 1909 for 1 lifetime and 
JeanneToussaint who was appointed Director of Fine 
Jewellery from 1933. In 1964. following the death of 
Pierre, Carrier Paris, London and New Ynrk were sold 
by the lamily. In 197-2. a group ot investors led by 
Joseph Kanoui bought Cartier Paris whose President 
became Robert Hocq. originocor of che concepc "Les 
Must de Cartier" in collaboration with Alain 
Dominique Perth] .

MICHELE DELLA VALLE 

Michele della Valle. who was born in Rome, began 
designing coscume jewellery at the age of 16. Curing 
a trip ro Burma in 197(1, dellaVallc purchased his first 
stone and on che advice of friends, he showed it to 
Roger Varenne, che legendary stone dealer, who sug- 
gested that he take the gem to Christies. His mee ting 
with Hans Nadelhoffer. who was running the jew- 
ellery department at the time, was the mocivaring 
factor which contributed to the significant develop- 
ment of della Voile's career as a precious scone dealer 
and jewellery designer. In 1976 , lie worked for a year 
at Fiirsc Jewellers inViaVeneto, Rome, which was then 
the representative of Harry Winston. In 1378. della 
Valle opened his own workshop in Rome's Piazza di 
Spagno and began travelling regularly to Asia in search 
of precious stones This was the begmningof a collab- 
oration with Bulgari on special orders and his 
recognition as a new designer by a clientele of film 
stars and opera singers throughout Italy. In 1987. he 
moved to Geneva and developed a line of jewellery 
which now bears bis name. 

FOUQUET 

Georges Fouquet (1863-193 7) joined his father 
Alphonse Fouquet (1828-1911) in hisjcwcllery 
business at 33. avenue de I'Opera in lSgi.Upon his 
father's retirement in iSOj.he took over the 
direc tion In 1902 he moved to 6, rue Eoyale During 
the period of 1899-1901. he worked in close 
collaboration wich che arcisc Alphonse Mucha Widi 
Mucho acting as adesignei. they ore u ted many 
important commissions, for Sarah Bernhardt 
amongst orhers.They mainly creired objects in rhe 
Art Nouveau and Art Deco styles favouring 
enanKlling and coloured stones.

Alter several stints of working at Tiffany's, he joined 
his son William's business in 1884. [n 1893, the firm 
was given the name Marcus & Co.They v»ere one of 
the first American firms to produce Art Nouveau 
jewellery. Initially located at 857 Broadway and later 
on Fifth Avenue, they eventually opened branches in 
London, Paris. Palm Beach and Bombay. In 1962, 
they merged with Black. Starr & Frost.Tbe new firm 
was subsequently purchased by Kay Jewellers and 
then. Steding. Inc. 

MARINA B. 

The granddaughter ot SotirioBoulgaris — the 
founder of Bulgari— Marina learnt her craft in rhe 
workshop of her father Costantino. In 1979 she 
opened the llrstMarina B boutique to glowing 
reviews, and has since left her own distinctive marie 
on jewellery design. Exquisitely nude, the collection 



combines extravagant gem.*, u-itli playful uses ol 
colour, modern styling and innovative features. Many 
pieces feature a unique stone ciit,the"Marina B 
cut". falling halfway between 1 triangle and heart. 
named after its creator Marina B boutiques are 
located in Geneva, Milan.Jeddah, Osaka. Riyadh and 
Tokyo. 

FRANCK MULLER 

Of Italian and Swiss origin. Franck Mullet, born in 
1958, studied at the Ecole d'Horlogerie in Geneva. 
Contracted by collectors.pnvate museum&and 
auction bouses to restoce old watches. he was able to 
further his technical expertise and escabltsh hinoselt 
as a fine watchmaker. He opened his first boutique in 
Tokyo in 199.2 and lacer several other boutiques 
worldwide. including-Osaka and Hong Kong and 
the Tour dc L'lle andNoga Hilcon.both in Geneva. 
The combination of intricate, complicated move- 
ments, along with a unique and recognisable style, 
has ranked him as one of the most fashionable 
watchmakers ol today. 

PATEK PHILIPPE 

Pacek Philippe was founded in 1839 by two Polish 
nationals, Antoinc Norbert de Pacek and Francois 
Czapek as Patek.Czapek ScCo.ln 1845, Paiek joined 
forces with French watchmaker.Adrien Philippe. A 
great innovacor. Philippe invented the modern stem- 
winding and setting mechanism lor watches.Thc 
tirm chen developed the first keyless watch, one of 
the early versions ot which was purchased by Queen 
Victoria at the world's first international trade fair - 
the Great Exhibition of 1851. The company wen ton 
to create an array of extremely complicated watches. 
Today.the company is run by che Stern family and is 
represented by about 330 watchmakers and jewellers 
worldwide. 

ROLEX 

The company Rolex was set up by M. H. Wibdorf in 
London in IO05 in order to launch the new tashion 
of wristwatcbes in Britain. The trade nunc Rolex was 
devised as it was short and easy to pronounce in most 
languages. In iyifjWilsdorf relocated the company 
to Geneva and in IO26 invented the waterproof 
"Oyster 1 model, made famous by Mercedes Gleitze, 
who wore it when she swam the English Channel in 
record time. Rolex has wun countless prizes for 
precision and records under hazardous conditions. 
Edmond Hillary wore a Rolex on his great Everest 
expedition and Jacques Piccard also wore one when 



he explored the depthsof the ocean bed. Rolex»still 
located in Geneva, remains today one of the largest 
and most popular Swiss watch manufacturers 

RUSER 

William Ruser gained his early jewellery experience 
while working forTnbert & HoefFer. Inc- 
Maubonssin in their Atlantic City shop From there, 
he was transferred to the Los Angeles branch as 
man aget. After serving in the armed fotces during 
World War II. he and his wife, Pauline, opened Ruser 
on Rodeo Drive, Beverly Hills, in 1947. He is most 
noted for his sculptural gold jewellery with pave-ser 
diamonds, precious and semi-precious gems tones as 
well as his nature-inspired jewellery tearuring birds, 
butterflies, fish, llowets and swans. Hollywood stars 
regularly visited his salon. Ruser closed its doors in 
15109. 

SEAMAN 5CHEPPS 

Seaman Schepps opened his tirst jewellery salon in 
Los Angeles in 1904 and. in 19i4.ua San Francisco. In 
1921 .he relocated to Sixth Avenue in New York City. 
but he was forced to close this salon after the stock 
market crash in 19.19. After reassessing current 
jewellery trends, he opened an exclusive shop on 
Madison Avenue in 1934.offeringonly unique and 
original designs. His jewellery is characterised by the 
utilisation of precious and senu-precious stones 
together with man-made materials to create an 
interesting colour palette. He popularised gem-set 
animal jewellery, but is most noted for his earrings of 
pearlised nirbo shells mounred with gold wire and 
set with colouted gemstones. In 1956. Seaman 
Schepps relocated to 4M3 Park Avenue where his 
jewellery continues to be ottered to a discriminating 
clientele even diough Schepp passed away in 197S- 

SCHLUMBERGER 

Jean Schlu mberger was born in 1907 in Mulhousc.in 
the German-controlled Alsace, into a family of textile 
industrialists. Preferring art to textiles, his first jew- 
ellery creations were china flowers mounted as clips 
which he gave to his friends. They caught the atten- 
tion of the couturiere Elsa Schiaparelli who 
commissioned Schluinbeigri to design ccatumejew- 
ellery. Attcr serving m the Army and dien the Free 
French Forces, he set up workshops with his business 
partner. Nicolas Bongard. in New York and Paris. In 
19 56 .Walter Hoving, the new chairman otTiffany & 
Co., brought Schhimberget into the firm as a vice 
president. He also- invited Schlumbetger to stamp his 
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creations with his name, the first designer to be given 
this privilege In 1961. the Wildenstein Gallery in 
New York held in exhibition of his jewellery ind 
objets d'art.The Virginia Museumof Fine Arts his on 
per manent exhibit a selection of his jewels and fanta- 
sy objects on loin from Mr. and Mis. Paul Mellon. 
Jean Schlumberger died in 195)7. and his creations 
continue to be offered by Tiffany Sc Co. 

F. STAAL. INC. 

Flora Staal Hartog immigrated to the United States 
from Amsterdam in 1940. Shordy thereafter, she and 
her husband opened a houriqiie in New York City. 
selling china and silver. The business later evolved into 
a j ewe Iry 5 tore, and after decades on Fifth Avenue, the 
store re-located ro East 57th Street, directed by Ms. 
Hartog's son. Albert. 

TIFFANY & CO. 

On September 2i. IS37. Charles Lewis Tiffany and 
John P.Young opened a stationery and fancy goods 
stoic known as Tiffany A; Young at 239 Broadway in 
NewYork Ciry Within ten yeiryjewellery and silver 
items were added to their stock. By 18j 3 .Tiffany bad 
assumed complete ownersliip of die business and the 
name was changed to Tiffany St Co During the lgth 
century designers such as Edward C. Moore and G. 
Paulding Farnham.as well as renowned gemmolojist 
George Frederick Kunz. propelled Tiffany & Co. to 
the forefront of the international jewellery world. 
From 1907, the firm manufactured and sold the jew- 
ellery designs of Louis Comfort Tiffany, son of the 
founder. Upon taking over the management of 
Tiffany St Co. in 1955. Walter Moving invited several 
talented designers to join the firm. Among them were 
Jean Schlumberger and Donald Clatlm. In 1974. die)' 
added Elsa Peretti as an exclusive designer, followed 
by Paloma Picasso in iqSo. fn 1979, Avon Products 
purchased Tiffany & Co. After the management-led 
buyout of Tiffany in 1984. beided by then chairman 
William R. Chaney.and a success fill public offering of 
stock in i937.che company has successfully ejpanded 
into key domestic and international market. Today 
they comprise more than loo locations worldwide. 

VANCLEEF& ARPELS 

The history ol the famous Parisian jewellery house 
began in 1896 with the marriage of Estclle Arpels to 
Alfred Van Clcef. The company was founded in I90O 
by Alfred and his brother-in law. Charles Arpels at 22. 
Place Vendome.Ju lien Arpels joined the family busi- 
ness in 1908. and Louis Arpeb in 10 13. The design 



collaboration between Rene Sun Lacazc and Rene 
Puissant, the daughrer of Estclle Arpels and AlfrcdVan 
Clecf.began in 1936, marking the start of two decades 
of highly creative design for the firm. The oldest son 
of Ju lien Arpels. Claude.jorned in 1932. followed by 
his brothers Jacques and Pierre in 1936 and 1944. An 
American boutique was opened by Claude in 
Rockefeller Center in NewYork in lgjp.soon relo- 
cating to its definitive address at 744 Fifth Avenue, and 
the first of sis boutiques in the US today. The 19303 
saw some of the company's most iconic designs: the 
houses arguable trademark, the Mystery Setting - 
where the mounting- of the gemsrones 15 cleverly hid- 
den behind the continuous calibre-cut rub)' and 
sapphire surface oi the jewel - was invented in 1933; 
and the concept of the Minaudiere.made in honour 
of Florence Jay Gould, was invented in 1930 by 
Charles Arpels The versatile 'Passe Partout' range was 
also developed at this time. In the following decades, 
the firm upheld in reputation for innovation with the 
snow-flake jewels of the 1940s, the zip necklace of the 
19305. the billet jewels of the 1960s and the Alhambra 
theme of the 19705. The Boutique Des Hewn was 
inaugurated in 107a to house the new watch designs 
Lunched by Pierre Arpels.Today.Van CleefS: Arpeb 
is part of the Richemont Group with more than 45 
boutiques around the world . 

VERDURA 

Fulco Santostcfano della Cerda. Duke of Verdun, 
moved from his native Palermo to Paris in 1926, 
where he began working with Coco Chanel. initially 
as a textile designer, and eventually is head jewellery 
designei.After relocating to the United States in 1937. 
he took a position is designer at Pau I Plato's jewellery 
establishment, first in New York, then in California. 
He remained with Flato for two years before opening 
his own salon in 1939 it 712 Fifth Avenue and a sec- 
ond, in 1947. in Paris on rue Boissy d'Anglas. His 
jewellery featured gold mountings with precious and 
semi-precious stones, a bold undertaking at the rime 
when platinum was the most popular metal. In 1972, 
Verdura sold the business to his associate. Joseph G. 
Alfano. and retired to London. living there until his 
death in 1978. In 1983, Edward J. Landngan purchased 
Verdura, Inc. and established a salon at 743 Fifth 
Avenue, where he continues to produce tine jeweb 

tent with the Duke's tradition. 



DAVID WEBB 

In 1941. at the age of 16. DavidWebb came ro New 
York to learn the rudiments of jewellery design. In 
1946, he and his business partner, Nina Silberstein 
opened David Webb Inc at a 47 th Street location. By 
the early 19305, they had moved too West 37th 
Street, retailing their jewellery through Bergdorf 
Goodman and Bonwit Teller. In 196 3 the firm 
opened irs first salon at 7 East 57th Street where it 
remained until 1990. when it moved to the corner of 
57th Street and Park Avenue. The firm is presently 
located at 789 Madison Avenue .They ako have a 
branch in Beverly Hilb. David Webb died in 1973 
and the firm, under the direction of the Silberstein 
family, continues to produce jewellery from Webb's 
vast collection of sketches. 

HARRY WINSTON 

From an early age. Harry Winston (1896-1978) had a 
legendary eye for gems. He bought his first emerald at 
the age of eight, and Arabella Huntingdon's jewellery 
collection at the beginning of his career. At the age of 
24, he opened his first business in NewYork City, 
known as the Premier Diamond Company In 1912. 
he established another company under his own name 
and began to manufacture jewellery Winston was 
responsible for rhe cutting of such famous diamonds 
as the Jonker. the Taylor-Burton, the Star of Sierra 
Leone, and the Vargas He donated three importint 
diamonds to the Smithsonian: The Hope, the 
Oppenheimer and the Portugese. .By the 1930s, 
Winston was acknowledged as the "King of 
Diamonds", owning at one time or another as many 
as one-third ofall the famous diamonds in the wotld. 
In 1962 the company moved from 7 East Fifty-First 
Stree t to its present location at 71s Fifth Avenue. With 
his death in 197S .Winston was suoreeded by his son, 
Ronald, now thechiirman of the company.vvho con- 
tinues his father's tradition of oftering"Rare Jeweb of 
the Wjrld". the firm's motto for many yean. The firm 
created a watch department. "The Ultimate 
Tunepiece""in ig8o.and the same year opened a salon 
in Tokyo and one on Rodeo Drive in Beverly Hills a 
year later. Today they have locations in Dubai, 
London. Paris, and throughout North America. In 
2004, Aber Diamond Corp. acquired a controlling 
interes t in Harry Winston Inc. buying the company in 
full in 2000.
